controversy over tuberculosis eradication 

and the relative value of the short and 
long time test has aroused such discussion as 
the subject of Selective Registration. It came 
first to the official notice of the industry through 
recommendations made at the annual meeting 
at Richmond, Va., by the General Welfare Com- 
mittee. The proposals made, however, by the 
committee at that time were in such form as to 
be inacceptable. The proposition has cropped 
up in succeeding annual meetings until at the 
Des Moines convention last year a committee 
was appointed to consider and bring in some 
form of proposal for the attention of the dele- 
gates at the Springfield meeting next June. The 
committee has met upon one or two occasions 
and has taken advice from many leaders of the 
industry. Wide discussion of the general prop- 
osition of Selective Registration has been had in 
the columns of the World. There seems to be 
plenty of sentiment both for and against im- 
mediate adoption of Selective Registration in 
some form. 

At the Chicago meeting Chris Houck, Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Holstein Association and 
the real author of the system of Selective Regis- 
tration in effect in Canada, gave the Committee 
the benefit of the Canadian experience along 
these lines. He seemed to prove to the commit- 
tee and those who were invited to the confer- 
ence that Selective Registration as practiced by 
Canada was a desirable and progressive step. 


P ERHAPS no subject since the days of the 


At last the committee voted to bring in a plan 


of Selective Registration based upon some modi- 
fication of the Canadian system. 

We have wondered if Selective Registrat- 
tion as practiced in Canada has accomplished 
any more for the advancement of the industry 


than the work of the True Type Committee on 
this side of the line. Perhaps we have gotten 
the same results here through this operation as 
they have in Canada through their system of 
Selective Registration. We are inclined to this 
view. 

What has Canada accomplished thus far? 
She has set aside upwards of 400 bulls as of de- 
sirable type and established in the process cer- 
tain standards of production necessary before 
these bulls are used in pure bred herds. In the 
United States we have set aside thousands of 
animals as of desirable type through the work 
of the Type Committee. 

In Canada the inspectors going about their 
business have educated hundreds of breeders to 
the desirability of better type. In the United 
States the disseminating of the work of the Type 
Committee has educated thousands of breeders 
to the desirability of better type. 

The only differences that we see thus far 
are that Canada has set up a standard of produc- 
tion along with her type which the United States 
has failed to do. 

The real test of the Canadian system will 
come when the daughters of those bulls they 
have set aside as of desirable type have fresh- 
ened and come into production. Then if they 
maintain a pleasing type—and can produce— 
the system has accomplished something. Until 
then it is worth no more to the advancement of 
the industry in Canada than the work of our 
Type Committee has been to the advancement 
of the industry in the United States. 

The real danger in the United States system 
of operation lies in overlooking the value of 
production—a subject we will discuss in our 
next editorial.

Editor’s Note: 

As the Selective Registration Committee 
is to meet April 4, to formulate its report 
for the Springfield Convention, we sug- 
gest that farther public discussion of this 
vital subject between now and the time 
of the June meeting be centered on the 
specific report soon to be made public 
by this committee. 


Not Yet Time to Adopt 
Selective Registration 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I have tried to put myself in the 
place of some of the other breeders 
that possibly haven’t been keeping up 
with the advancement of the breed as 
a whole and believe if the committee 
on Selective Registration will do the 
same but few of them would consider 
it time for such a drastic move. 


In the first place, the greater part 
of our breeders, both large and small, 
are already practicing selective reg- 
istration in their own way and are 
not recording the undesirable calves 
of either sex. This has been going 
on for the past three to five years 
and since this agitation I am _ in- 
formed the registrations have fallen 
off about ten per cent, which to my 
mind, is the best evidence that the 
discussion is having the right effect. 


I believe there has been more real 
advancement in individuality and 
production combined within the past 
few years than ever before in the 
history of our breed. Animals that 
could win at the larger fairs and ex- 
positions just a few years ago would 
not be in the money today, and many 
of. our present-day prize animals in 
the shows have to their credit tre- 
mendous production records as well. 

It doubtless sounds good to “the 
little breeder on the hillside’ when 
his big city breeder seemingly tries 
to defend him through the press, but 
the facts are they do not need any 
defending on this selective registra- 
tion idea. The little breeders are, I 
believe already practicing selective 
registration to a greater extent, doing 
fully as much for the betterment of 
the breed, keep a smaller per cent 
of boarder cows, register a smaller 
per cent of undesirable bull and 
heifer calves and turn to the butcher 
a larger per cent of the small pro- 
ducers than does his big brother 
breeder. Of the two, the big breeder 
needs selective registration much 
more than his little brother. 

The little fellow is not nearly as 
liable to register and sell for breeding 
purposes some ungainly, slab-sided, 
slope-rumped, weak-constitutioned 
bull. : 

The small breeder doesn’t talk as 
loud regarding their cattle but most 
of them know cows just the same and 
they also know the kind of an individ- 
ual that is bringing the best price, and 
they are doing all they can to breed 
what the public demands. I believe 
forced selective registration at this 
time would be very detrimental to 
our Association. It weuld mean a 
tremendous financial loss to our As- 


_the first importation.

sociation and what would be still 
worse, the loss of thousands of our 
good numbers who would doubtless 
start another association, or possibly 
joint the Harrisburg outfit. 

What we want is agitation along 
this line from time to time and the 
whole question will take care of it- 
self. I would be in favor of sending 
out field men to visit the herds of 
breeders, both large and small, to ad- 
vise with them regarding their breed- 
ing operations. I can see where a 
great amount of good would come 
from such a plan. They have it in 
Canada and it is of much benefit to 
them. 

One more point—the percentage of 
fat in the milk of the Holstein cow. 
Several of late seem to think we 
ought to make her over into a semi- 
Jersey. Why so that? She has 
proven the mortgage-lifter ever since 
The scientific 
profession tells us her milk is best 
for both old and young. Now if the 
milk-buying public does not know 
this, let’s just educate them and not 
try to change over the old stand-by— 
the greatest producing dairy breed 
known to man.

Recommends ‘Selective 
Education”’ 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have come to the conclusion that 
selective registration—to the letter— 
would probably never prove satisfac- 
tory to the majority of Holstein 
breeders. 

As I see it it would be next to im- 
possible to select a man or a commit- 
tee of men who could come any- 
where near Satisfying or pleasing 
even a very few of the _ general 
breeders. 

Consider for a moment the matter of 
butterfat; we are all proud of a Hol- 
stein which produces high-testing 
milk, still we are also proud of the 
fact that Holstein milk is the ideal 
milk for babies and invalids, because 
of the minute fat globules which are 
so easly assimilated. So, let’s not 
harp too strenuously on a certain 
high standard of butterfat which the 
great big majority of our breed will 
probably never be able to attain and 
which, if they should reach, will have 
a tendency to take away one of our 
strongest selling points—“Best milk 
for babies.” 

Type—lI believe that every breeder 
of Holstein cattle, especially if he 
has been at it for some little time. 
has availed himself of the oportun- 
ity to see “what the other fellow has 
to offer’ by attending fairs, cattle 
sales, shows and visiting other herds, 
has a natural idea of what should be 
kept in his own herd. A study of the 
conformation of the calf itself will 
tell him whether or not it is going 
to develope into the type he desires, 
and if he is broad-minded and has 


an eye for the future, he will not hesi- 
tate to veal the apparently undesir. 
able ones not sell ’em to the other 
fellow even as “grades”). Type, to 
me means more than an animal which 
has lines and angles such as to per. 
mit her a place in the show ring. He 
or she must be of such type ag wij} 
show a real tendency to produce an@¢ 
re-produce; capacity, development 
strength, etc. ‘ 

Education—I believe that that is 
the ultimate answer. And education 
is one of the biggest problems ¢op- 
fronting us, especially when it comes 
to going into a man’s herd with the 
idea of “knocking into a cocked hat” 
a whole lot of that individual’s per. 
sonal ideas. It can be done however 
if too great haste isn’t paramount 
and if the teacher has himself stud- 
ied the case of each pupil. 


A suggestion which might be worth 
considering is this; send out question 
blanks to each Holstein breeder and 
owner with suggestions galore printed 
thereon, ask each breeder to check 
the suggestions he is in favor of (or 
write in new ones) and return to the 
sender. Then check the “votes” after 
which go ahead with an educational 
program, even to the extent of send- 
ing out field men to promote the 
issue. 

The Holstein is without doubt the 
real utility cow and as such she 
should remain. The ordinary farmer 
should own the cow which produces 
the most milk for the least cost. Let’s 
not work too hard to put the Holstein 
cow into a class like that of the 
Guernsey—which only a few of the 
better-to-do farmers can afford to buy. 
Let’s keep the Holstein in the “Med- 
ium Price” class so that her numbers 
may increase rather than decrease 
and wherein the average farmer of 
our nation may benefit thereby. 

Let’s go mighty slow on Selective 
Registration and not too fast on Se- 
lective Education.

Boelyn 189 H. H. B. Born in 1875, he was imported the 
following year by Gerrit S. Miller, Peterboro, New Yor, 
Billy Boelyn was selected after a most careful search, ag 
the finest young bull to be found in Holland. He stood 
at the head of the Miller herd for six years. Here he 
produced a number of great producers, of which the most 
sensational were Pledge and Copia, who made records 
of 110% lbs. and 99% lbs. milk in one day respectively 
He was the first sire of the breed to have two daughters 
each producing over 90 lbs. milk in one day or two ayer. 
aging over 100 lbs. in one day. He also sired Empire 
his successor in the Miller herd, who produced Plum 
and Ononis, the dam of Sir Henry of Maplewood. Ap. 
other famous son of Billy Boelyn was Burly, who headed 
the famous Yeomans herd, whose most famous offspring 
was the bull, Prince of Wayne 5th, progenitor of Sadie 
Vaie Concordia and Aaggie Cornucopia. Burly also sireq 
Sybil 2d, the dam of Neptune Jr., who appears in present 
day pedigrees as the sire of the dam of the foundation 
cow, Tidy Abbekerk and himself the sire of De Kol 2¢’s 
Prince, whose son, Paul De Kol, was the most famous sire 
of the early A. R. O. period and one of whose daughters 
also appears in the pedigree of the sire of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke. His daughters and granddaughters have demon- 
strated remarkable breeding-on ability as well as superior 
production, and head a number of strains that have come 
to be recognized as important families. 

In 1880, Billy Boelyn headed the Gold Medal herd 
at New York State Fair and two years later was sold to 
Mr. Edgar Huidekoper, of Meadville, Penn., a former 
president of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
and one of the largest importers of the foundation period. 
That year, Mr. Huidekoper took Billy Boelyn over an 
extensive circuit, winning first prize and championship 
in 1882 at Ohio State Fair, Pennsylvania State Fair, and 
at many county fairs. The following year in 1883, he won 
first and championship at Ohio State Fair, The Tri-State 
Fair, and at a number of the smaller exhibitions. In 1887, 
ten of the descendants of Billy Boelyn won prizes at the 
New York Dairy Show, among the number being Sir 
Henry of Maplewood, who, with his get, won the im- 
portant award of best bull and progeny. Billy Boelyn 
stood in service in the Huidekoper herd for eight years 
passing out at the age of fifteen years. 

With the single exception of Netherland Prince, no 
other sire appears in the pedigrees of the 1,000-lb. fat 
producers as often as does Billy Boelyn. Every one of 
the Dairy Queens, without a single exception, traces from 
two to thirty-four times to this outstanding sire. Of all 
the foundation animals of the breed, this statement 
applies to no other sire although with Netherland Prince: 
he shares the honor of appearing in the pedigrees of 
every one of the 1,000-lb. fat producers. In one instance,

by the imposition of a higher duty and has the time 

gone by when the United States should permit its 
citizens to import pure bred breeding animals from other 
countries duty free? Both of these questions are raised 
in a letter from a New York breeder who feels very 
strongly that importations of dairy cattle, particularly 
from Canada, are operating to the great disadvantage of 
dairy farmers in the East. 

We are unable to follow our correspondent in this 
conclusion. It is evident from the best avaliable statistics 
that under present conditions these importations will not 
operate to overwhelm the dairy cow market. In New 
York State during the past year alone there was a decline 
of 44,000 head in the number of dairy cows and heifers 
two. years old and over on the farms of the State. 

The same report gives the information that nearly 70,- 
000 head of cattle were slaughtered in this one state last 
year in the tuberculosis eradication campaign. This pro- 
gram is expected to continue for at least a half dozen 
years more before the testing program of this state can be 
completed. Replacements must come from some source 
if New York dairymen are to hold their milk market in 
New York City. New York State is perhaps the most 
liberal of any of the states in the matter of indemnities 
paid and annually appropriates a far larger sum for this 
purpose than any other state in the Union. In spite of 
this fact however good cows for replacements cost the 
dairymen more than the amount of indemnities they re- 
ceive for animals slaughtered and with the prospect of 
five or six more years of this campaign we question the 
soundness of any program that would tend to operate to 
place further hardship upon the dairymen who are trying 
to clean up their herds. 

The present tariff on common cattle imported is two 
cents a pound for animals weighing over 1,050 pounds. It 
would seem to us that the worst danger from the stand- 
point of the Holstein-Friesian industry from this situation 
would be that there might be a tendency for dairymen to 
buy in Canada large numbers of the cheaper quality of 
pure bred Holsteins that can be brought in by citizens of 
this country without payment of duty. This differential 
brings their price about on a par with grade cattle and 
there might be a danger of flooding the Holstein industry 
with a lot of inferior animals that would operate to our 
great disadvantage. With selective registration in opera- 
tion in Canada a movement of their lower quality animals 
might be largely increased through the activity of a cer- 
tain class of American dealers. 

Possibly a reciprocal agreement ought to be worked out

tion. The Canadian Association has a suitable otecial 
tion already in their inspectors of advanced registry aa 
our association has long had a standing committee venee 
as Inspectors of Imported Cattle. In fact, our by-laws ; 
the present time provide that importations other than 
from Canada must be inspected before they can be 
accepted for registration in our herd book. This thoy ht 
is not intended at all as a reflection on the Canadia 
breeders, but rather as a safeguard against the activities 
of our own dairymen who may see in the present situation 
in Canada a speculative opportunity for gain at the 
expense of sound development of our own breeding indys. 
try. 

The free interchange of breeding stock by the breeders 
of Canada and the United States has been of undoubted 
benefit to both in the past and we should dislike to see 
barriers erected against such interchange of quality 
animals. Canadian breeders perhaps buy fewer of our 
good animals than we do of theirs proportionately but the 
gain is perhaps ours nevertheless. A number of the most 
prominent herds in Canada are headed by bulls of Amer. 
ican breeding, including the highest priced animals gsolq 
last year. ‘ 

Notable contributions of Canadian breeders to the 
development of our industry however are easily found. 
We may mention the Posch family as exemplified in the 
Yates Farm herd, the Tidy Abbekerk family which is 
widely distributed, the May Echo Sylvia breeding which 
has made its mark from coast to coast in American herds, 
the “White Susie” strain and many others. 

There is today a real shortage of good purebred Hol- 
steins available to improve our Holstein-Friesian herdg in 
this country and if we can take full advantage of the skill 
of the Canadians as breeders and developers, we believe 
it will contribute to the improvement of our. breed 
generally. This appears to us to be the broad view of the 
situation in spite of localized situations like the one 
mentioned by our correspondent where Canadian com- 
petition deprived him of one possible outlet for his surplus 
bull calves. 

May we repeat that we should deeply regret any action 
or any agitation that would disturb the cordial relationship 
at present existing between the breeders of Canada and 
the United States, and we believe that the greatest 
promise and prosperity for breeders in both countries 
during the future lies in the continuance of the present 
cordial understanding and free exchange of the best in 
breeding stock.

The Holstein Industry—Its Present and 
Future 


(Continued from Page 7) 


We do not hold that Selective Registration is impossible 
of application in the United States but we do like to read 
such broad minded statements as have come from men 
like Ray Arnold of Iowa, who, although himself in the 
so-called “big breeder” class, has maintained that the 
industry is not yet ready for selective Registration as the 
Canadians practice it. He has maintained that we haven’t 
enough production records on our books. He says big es- 
tablishments can benefit immediately by Selective Regis- 
tration but that the man who has not made records will 
be the one who is handicapped by its immediate applica- 
tion. Of late the particular trend of correspondence has 
been along the line of further education but it is our 
observation at this moment that the education that we 
should have should be more along the lines of production 
than type. The type business is not exactly overdone 
but the proper balance between type and production has 
not been maintained. 

Let us state once moré those fundamentals of ours— 


The dairy cow exists for production. 
The pure bred cow must be a superior pro- 
ducer and a reproducer of her ability. 
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A representative of the World heard recently a very 
plausible plan for the application of Selective Registry 
set forth by Earl J. Cooper, director of extension for 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, Mr. Cooper 
holds no brief either for or against Selective Registration 
but his observations throughout the country have led to 
the conclusion which he expressed to a representative of 
the World that the inspections which are necessary in 
Selective Registration should be made by an impartial 
body of men in like manner to the Advanced Registry 
and semi-official records that are now being put on our 
books. Mr. Cooper would have the American Dairy Sci- 
ence Association evolve a uniform plan of Selective Reg- 
istration applicable to all breeds and he would have the 
inspection made—if a breed desires to take up Selective 
Registration—by representatives of the state colleges. 

This plan will meet with some opposition on the part 
of those who prefer to have our type established by prac- 
tical breeders but we believe that the inspections for the 
lower classes of bulls and females might more economic- 
ally and more fairly be made by college representatives. 
When it comes, however, to the selection of animals for 
super-registration perhaps a mixed committee bringing 
in the practical breeder could be made a part of the 
system. At any rate the Cooper suggestion offers an 
idea well worth consideration when the matter of Selec- 
tive Registration shall be reached. There is no question 
but what time will produce a system that will bring about 
a further improvement in the combination of type and 
production of all dairy aimals. In the nature of things 
it must be done. However, in the present situation it 
looks very much as though we need a little more knowl- 
edge of and emphasis upon production before we under- 
take the problem of. setting aside a class of super 
Holsteins. 

As breeders we are prone to believe that the only 
way the pendulum can be kept going is to swing it to ex- 
tremes. We went crazy over production. We have gone 
crazy over type and neither alone can carry us far along 
the road to success. Production is the first essential 
but the correlation between type and production is such 
that our animals rapidly deteriorate if we do not place 
a proper consideration upon the business of building a 
machine strong enough to stand up under the heavy pro- 
ducing ability inherited as well as strong enough to re- 
produce, which in the pure bred scheme is an absolute 
essential. 

It may be that the very excellent committee which 
has this matter in charge and which has given consid- 
erable time to the discussion of various phases of the 
problem will bring in some system that happily combines 
production and type in the selection of animals for super- 
registration. Such a plan to be popular and above all to 
be worth anything must make it possible for every breeder 
who is contributing anything to the advancement of the 
breed to share in the plan without undue hardship. There 
are thousands of breeders throughout the country who are 
breeding some good Holsteins. In their herds are many 
that could not measure up to any worth while plan of 
Selective Registration. Therefore a system of Selective 
Registration that will enable us to put the stamp of ap- 
proval upon the good ones without immediately rendering 
worthless the investment in the less desirable part of the 
herd would ‘be most desirable. Perhaps it may be argued 
that the lower half of these herds is worthless already. 
If that is true—and it probably is—then we must EDU- 
CATE the owners of such animals to the sad truth. It 
must be done, however, without making it more difficult 
for him to make up the loss through the upper half of 
his herd. He must be helped to establish the value of 
the better animals based upon their producing merit as 
well as on their known individuality. This should be done 
before. in justice he can be asked, officially at least, to 
write off his books the liability brought about by the 
presence of inferior animals in his herd. 


How can we better do this than by educating the 
public to demand type and production combined and by 
aiding breeders to establish sane production records upon 
animals of good type? There is a real middle ground of 
good individuality and good production. Those who wish 
to reach it consider neither the extreme “tops” of pro- 
duction nor individuality. This middle ground constitutes 
a sane basis for breeder’s herds. No system of Selective 
Registration that does not take into account the many 
thousands of unknown good animals today already ex- 
isting in herds throughout the country is going to accom- 
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plish its real mission. Selective Registration to be worth 
while must have a reasonably universal application. Those 
thousands of breeders who have good Holsteins and have 
not yet learned to profit to the fullest extent from the 
sale of the surplus from this good blood must be given 
some system that will enable them to profit from this 
good blood ‘at the same time they are being asked to elim- 
inate the culls. 

It therefore seems to us that a sufficiently broad, ec- 
onomical and ali embracing system of determining produc- 
tion as well as type offers our chief hope for the further 
advancement of the breed. Our next article will deal with 
the problem of production.

In regard to Selective Registration 
I doubt very much that this is the 
first thing the breeders are in need of 
at the present time. I simply cannot 
see how it would work out in a prac- 
tical and satisfactory way for the 
vast majority of breeders. The 
Canadians might be satisfied so far, 
but yet they could not know a thing 
about the final result. 

I would not want to criticise an 
idea that might prove to be a good 
one, but every breeder of Holsteins 
knows that Selective Registration at 


the present time would be for only a 
very small percentage of breeders, 
and these breeders do not need Se- 
lective Registration at all as they are 
well known from the show ring as 
well as from the A. R. O. and S. O. 
test work. Thousands and thousands 
of other Holstein breeders would not 
be able to benefit thereby for a long 
time if they ever would. 

I am looking at this matter from a 
common breeder’s standpoint. I be- 
lieve that our good judges of Hol- 
steins are doing all the selecting in 
the show ring that we need at the 
present time and I do believe too that

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left to the breeders themselyes in 
their own herds. 

There is no question about that we 
need improvement of the Holstein 
breed in general, although we know 
that most every breeder is trying 
hard to do the best. One of the most 
important things and what I think is 
the real foundation or ground work 
in practical breeding has to my 
opinion been neglected too much by 
the bulk of the breeders. I do not be. 
lieve that the majority of American 
breeders of dairy cattle realize how 
great and helpful the Cow Testing 
Association really is. 

We are talking about selection— 
this is of course one of the main 
points in breeding and we want a 
very careful selection of the best ani- 
mals, but how to know which ones 
are the best as long as we do not 
keep records? A well built and good 
looking individual is not enough—we 
must not forget that first of all we 
want a high production of milk and 
butterfat; in other words we want a 
good production combined with a 
good individual. We can judge the 
cow by the look but we cannot judge 
the cow’s production by a look at the 
milk pail or by the guess. The only 
way to keep track of the production 
of each individual in the herd is by 
keeping records. It is not enough to 
keep records half a year or a year; it 
has to be steady year after year, then 
it has a value. The best and most 
practical way to keep such records of 
our cows I believe is through Cow 
Testing Associations. Some very good 
test work has of course been done by 
the A. R. S. O. work, but it has not 
been extended to the vast majority 
and that is what we want. 

I know that some breeders are try- 
ing to make a kind of testing plan, 
different from the A. R. S. O. Now 
why try to find another name or 
another plan for testing work when 
we already have a very good start of 
C. T. A.? My advice is this; start 
more C. T. A. all over the country, 
make them strong and let them be 
what they ought to be, the foundation 
for breeding and testing records. I 
believe this would be of the greatest 
help to any breeder of any kind or 
class. 

Educating ourselves should not be 
neglected either. For instance by at- 
tending the fairs~and watching our 
judges do the selections of the best 
animals of the breed. Also we have 
the picturés of our true type. I my- 
self admire these pretty pictures, but 
I also know that one thing is to paint 
a good cow, another thing is to raise 
a good one. In educating ourselves I 
want to urge every Holstein breeder 
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His dam and grandam are pres- 
ent world’s champions for pro- 
duction.

Pertinent Comment From 
Pennsylvania 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Selective Registration is a very in- 
viting ideal and one that I have been 
trying to follow for the past fourteen 
years, for size, type and large produc- 
tion with a good percentage of fat. 

However there is no use to set up 
something just for the rank and file 
to scrap over or to sit back and laugh 
at. It must be practical and accept- 
able, something that will be used gen- 
erally without coercion. 

Frankly I do not think it would 
work out right to apply it only to 
pretty bulls with a halo of big rec- 
ords. Few have either the “pretty” 
or the “halo.” Certainly few have 
both to justify all the paraphernalia 
proposed for their benefit. 

First as to records. In Pennsyl- 
vania for example, we have 3,000 
breeders, 23 of whom conducted sev- 
en- or thirty-day tests during the past 
year and eight longer time tests. 
There are about 30,000 registered 
Holstein cows in Pennsylvania, of 
which last year 167 were on seven- or 
thirty-day test, 55 on longer time 
tests and 4,000 on Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation test. Without comment, I 
think it is fully evident from the 
figures themselves that the A. R. 
tests do not meet the popularity re- 
quirement and a rider hitched on to 
them which recognized only a frac- 
tion of that very limited popularity 
would equal something pretty small. 

To me it seems tragic that the asso- 
ciation should adhere to a system of 
testing which recognizes only an in- 
significantly few of the really great 
cows and bulls of the breed and 
ignores the vast majority of those 
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His three nearest dams aver- 
age 777 lbs. of milk in 7 days 
with a good per cent of fat.

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equally great. In our Cow Testing 
Associations we are discovering quite 
a few cows that jog along year after 
year with 10,000 to 15,000 pounds or 
more, of 3.5% to 4% milk under or- 
dinary dairy conditions, cows that 
will do everything 30-lb. or 1,000-Ib. 
cows could do under the same condi- 
tions, yet the association does not 
help us one bit to use these great 
cows for breed improvement _ pur- 
poses. In fact, as Mr. Reynolds says 
of Selective Registration, it hangs a 
“Keep Out” sign on the gate with a 
red arrow pointing up the road to 
some fellow who extended his cows 
very special favors when they made 
their records and where it is very 
hard to figure out how much of the 
records are “cow” and how much 
“favor.” 

I would like to see a strictly dairy 
test provided for the entire herd, one 
that was absolutely and _ carefully 
safeguarded as such, for I believe that 
the worth of cows can be determined 
by such a test just as accurately, if 
not more so, as by any other and that 
it would be much more widely used. 

The type situation is better and 
still it’s worse so far as the activities 
of the association are concerned. 
The True Type models, the “Venus 
de Milos’ of the Holsteins, will stand 
for a long time as the outstanding 
achievement of the constructive 
dairyman’s mind and I laugh up my 
sleeve at those who complain that it 
has made the buyers too critical of 
their poor stuff. However the attempt 
at type achievement through prizes at 
fairs and shows has much the same 
limitations as the attempt at produc- 
tion improvement through the A. R. 
tests. It discovers only an insignifi- 
cant few of the really great animals 
of the breed. Too much depends on 
what is done for the animal (fat to 
cover up the defects, etc.), instead of 
on what the animal really is. The 
association keeps no permanent rec- 
ords of the merits of the animals that 
do win from which type pedigrees are 
written. 

Right here I wish to commend the 
suggestion of Mr. Connell of Oregon. 
I believe that our registration system 
is O. K. as it is and should not be im- 
paired by “advances.” I believe too 
that the A. R. system properly im- 
proved should have a mate in a 
scoring system and that the scoring 
should be done in work clothes at the 
farm. However, both systems should 
always remain optional. I would sug- 
gest, 

i, That all animals’ over six 
months old in any cooperating breed- 
er’s herd be scored as follows: 

Class A. 90 to 100% in each of the 
main divisions. 

Class B. 80 to 90% in each of the 
main divisions. 

Class C. 70 to 80% in each of the 
main divisions. 

Under 70 not reported. 

2. That the letters be _ supple- 
mented with age designations as fol- 
lows: 

Six months to one year “Calf.” 

One year to two years, 1. 

Two years to three years 2, etc. 

3. That all this data appear in 
future blue books with the A. R. rec- 
ords. For bulls, it would show

was scored.

The total number of regis. 
tered sons and daughters 
should also be indicated / 
properly show up the actual 
merits of the bull, rather than 
just the size of his oppor.

I would also suggest that no herd 
or animal be scored oftener than once 
a year and not less than six months 
apart and that where any animal 
makes Class A more than once the 
number of times be indicated by a 
small numeral above the letter thus: 
A*, in addition to the age numbers in 
details and also that each owner be 
issued a herd certificate showing the 
total number of animals inspected 
and the number making each of the 
three classes as well as certificates 
for individual animals, these to be 
issued whether the animals have ree. 
ords or not. 

I believe that if the association gets 
rather complete information on the 
type as well as production, etc., of 
our animals and keeps it in permap- 
ent shape so we can follow it through 
generation after generation. without 
running all over the country our. 
Selves, it would be sound economics 
and breed promotion.

Urges Simplifying Registra- 
tion and Testing 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

That the selective registration plan 
is a question that interests only the 
26,000 members of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America, seems to 
be the general opinion of your con- 
tributors. All arguments, pro and 
con, consider only these 26,000 mem- 
bers. It is evidently assumed that 
what will benefit them will do the 
most good to the Holstein breed. May 
I beg to differ sharply from this con- 
census of opinion? The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America must, if 
it ever wishes to grow, consider very 
carefully the exceedingly large num- 
ber of Holstein grade cow owners and 
not merely the owners of pure breds. 
It must make every effort to educate 
and encourage the grade cow owner 
to slowly and gradually enter into the 
pure bred field. This is the real road 
to progress. If by refining and raising 
your standards, you discourage the 
Holstein grade cow owner, then the 
Holstein breed suffers a severe set 
back. 

Do we fully realize that there are 
over seven million Holstein dairy 
cows, grades and pure breds, in the 
United States? Out of this number 
there are 846,486 registered Hol- 
steins. 


(Editor’s Note: Mr. Kelley bases _ this 
figure on the number of registrations 
from 1915 to 1926.) 


This means that only twelve per 
cent of Holsteins are registered. The 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America must, therefore, consider 
very carefully what the effect will be 
on eighty-eight per cent of the Hol 
steins before modifying its standards. 

Mr. F. Field has pointed out very 
forcibly in the Friesian World that

selective registration will benefit only 
a very small number of registered 
cow breeders. Nobody can pretend 
that the owner of grade Holsteins 
will benefit thereby. Yet the owner 
of grade cows must have bulls that 
have both type and records behind 
them. He can still get these bulls at 
a moderate price, but selective regis- 
tration will place such bulls beyond 
his means. 

What is still more important, some 
grade owners have bought one or two 
pure bred Holsteins, with the idea of 
slowly improving their herd. In time 
they hope to be able to sell their pure 
bred bull calves, but selective regis- 
tration bars them out of this field, as 
the bull’s dam must have an official 
record. The cost of testing their 
dams is so high ($14 a month for ten 
months) that they cannot afford it. 
Consequently, the grade owner be- 
comes discouraged and gives up the 
pure bred field. The Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America has by 
hard work obtained the registration 
of twelve per cent of the Holsteins in 
America. Do not stop this work. 
Keep at it until you have at least 
sixty per cent. Then, if you like, 
make the requirements of registration 
more difficult, but first try to help the 
great mass of Holstein farmers and 
not merely a select few. 

You can expect progress only if you 
slowly and gradually convert the 
grade Holstein farmer into the pure 
bred field. He must be coaxed and 
encouraged by making entrance into 
this field easy and not beyond his 
means. Raising your standards is fine 
provided that at least sixty per cent 
of the breed can measure up to them; 
but when only twelve per cent can, 
something is very wrong. Why not 
spend more time and energy in open- 
ing the pure bred field to the great 
majority of Holstein owners? Make 
it possible for the owner of a pure 
bred cow to obtain advance records 
at a small price. Allow the Cow Test- 
ing Association to do this for $4 a 
month. These cow testing associa- 
tion records are just as accurate as 
official records when honestly kept. 
This has been proved to be so. If 
you fear that these records will not 
be honestly kept, then spend money 
in providing inspectors to check up 
on the work. Many cow testing asso- 
ciations would gladly provide part of 
these funds if you would only meet 
them halfway. Put the matter up to 
the United States Government; have 
it provide funds for testing work, as 
the Canadian Government does. It 
certainly is important enough; there 
are 22,290,000 dairy cows of all breeds 
in the United States and only about 
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A maternal sister by another 
Colantha bred sire is showing 
considerably more than a 4% 
average for the year.

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three per cent are registered pure 
breds. 

Many farmers today are anxious to 
gradually enter into the pure bred 
field and would if they had an even 
chance. But at present, even those 
in the pure bred field do not test their 
cows. There are today about 26,000 
members of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America and from this 
number only 1,400 or five per cent 
had cows tested officially in 1925, 
according to figures from Supt. Gard- 
ner. 

Make _ registration and__i testing 
simple and you will stimulate the 
raising of pure breds. Make them 
more difficult by increasing the re- 
quirements and you will still more 
discourage the average farmer, check 
progress and hurt the breed as a 
whole. The interests of a disgrace- 
fully small minority of Holstein farm- 
ers will prosper, but that of an over- 
whelming majority will suffer.

I believe that the right kind of 
advertising and an educational and 
constructive personal touch through 
the mail, even, would do wonders for 
the breed and have no negative ef- 
fect. A farmer is a sort of indepen- 
dent fellow and hates to be told what 
he must do. It seems to me that 
quite a number might get on their 
ear and go into some other breed if 
told what they must do instead of be- 
ing tactfully taught what would be 
for their own good.

METHODS OF STERILIZING MILK. 
ING MACHINES TESTED 

A number of methods of handling 
milking-machine units betwen milk. 
ings have been tested by the Bureay 
of Dairy Industry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. [py 
all the methods tested the units were 
first sterilized by heating in water at 
a temperature of 160 degrees to 165 de. 
grees F. for 26 to 45 minutes and 
then were disposed of until the next 
milking as follows: (1) Placing in a 
weak chlorine solution; (2) allowing 
them to remain between milkings in 
the water in which they were steril- 
ized. (3) placing them in a refrigera- 
tor; and (4) placing them in a warm 
room. The _ bacterial counts of the 
milk handled in these four ways 
showed that the methods rank in 
efficiency in the order named. The 
weak chlorine solution method gave 
an average count of 2,200 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter; the water method, 
2,570 bacteria per cubic centimeter; 
the refrigerator method, an average 
of 3,100 bacteria, and the warm-room 
method, an average of 5,540 bacteria 
per cubic centimeter. Sterilizing at a 
temperature of 145 degrees to 150 de 
grees F. and holding in the water 
between milkings allowed an averag? 
of 11,930 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter of milk.

The New 50-Pound Cow 


AST week’s issue carried the 
L announcement of a ‘new 50-lb. 

champion producer in the seven- 
day division. This cow, Pansje Prilly 
Abbekerk 766722, by producing in 
seven days 40.392 lbs. fat (50.49 Ibs. 
butter) from 567.1 lbs. milk breaks all 
previous butterfat records on _ the 
books of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. It is exceeded in 
the seven-day division only by the 51- 
lb. record of the Canadian cow, Rolo 
Mercena De Kol. The announcement 
from Superintendent Gardner gave 
some of the details of the strict 
supervision and verification to which 
this record was subjected and showed 
the even progress of this test through- 
out the whole seven-day period. While 
the fat percentage of over 7% for this 
period is phenomenally and _ ab- 
normally high the record is of 
interest as showing the extreme 
amount of butterfat possible for a 
cow to produce in a seven-day period 
under conditions especially favorable 
for such a test. 


In connection with this record it is 
interesting to note that Pansje Prilly 
Abbekerk had but a comparatively 
short rest before freshening and con- 
sumed less feed during her test than 
cows on test usually get. Concerning 
her care and feeding, her owners 
write: “Pansje Prilly Abbekerk was 
dried off aboutten weeks before 
freshening and fed about twelve to 
fourteen lbs. of the following mixture 
daily: 

150 lbs. bran 
100 Ibs. rolled barley 
100 lbs. rolled oats 
100 lbs. linseed meal 
100 lbs. ground corn 
50 Ibs. cottonseed meal 
150 lbs. molasses beet pulp 
10 lbs. salt 
6 Ibs. Murphy’s minerals 

“She was also fed 30 Ibs. of 
chopped mangels daily and as much 
alfalfa hay as she would clean up 
daily. Her grain was not moistened. 
About ten or twelve days before calv- 
ing her ration was reduced to half

and consisted mostly of bran and lin- 
seed oil meal. She calved on March 
Ist, just missing calving as a senior 
four-year-old (she was six days over- 
due) with a very large bull calf sired 
by King Pietertje Ormsby  Piebe 
39th. She freshened in fine shape 
and began her test on March 7. In 
her first seven days she produced 
39.80 lbs. fat from 556 Ibs. milk and 
as she was still going strong we kept 
her on and she increased her figures 
to 40.392 lbs. fat from 567.1 lbs. milk. 
During the test period she was fed 
about fourteen pounds of the follow- 
ing mixture daily: 

Oats, 100 Ibs. 

Bran, 100 Ibs. 

Linseed oil meal, 100 Ibs. 

Soya bean meal, 25 lbs. 

Beet pulp, 125 lbs. with 5 Ibs. salt 

and 3 lbs. Murphy’s minerals. 

“She also had all the good alfalfa 
hay she could consume and 30 Ibs. 
chopped mangels daily. All of the 
credit for the care and feeding of the 
cow is due. to L. H. (Red) Newland, 
who has been our test milker for 
about a year. She was milked by two 
men during the test, Mr. A. Matoze 
milked the first seven days with New- 
land and the last three days, F. 
Cooper.” 

As Mr. Gardner 
has never before been such strict 
supervision of a test.

What is believed to be the first 
40-lb. seven-day record ever made on 
three milkings per day is reported by 
Iowana Farms, Davenport, Iowa. A 
card just received from the Advanced 
Registry office announces that Burke 
Fryslan Waldorf, former World’s 
Champion junior three-year-old _ in 
Class B with 1,004.13 lbs. butter from 
23,046.1 lbs. milk, has come back at 
five years old with a record of 40.44 
lbs. butter from 618.7 lbs. milk, her 
average test for the week being 5.23 
per cent, this one only three milkings 
daily. As Iowana Farms do not make 
a practice of making seven-day re- 
cords except as a start-off for long 
time work, we assume that this great 
young cow will be continued for the 
year in Class B. 

Col. French, owner of lIowana 
Farms, was one of the first of more 
prominent Holstein breeders. to be 
come a strong public advocate of nor- 
mal records, particularly long time re- 
cords, aS opposed to records made 
under forced conditions, whether 
short or long time. Last year lowana 
ranked among the leaders of the 
breed in Class B. work and now be- 
comes the first breeding  establish- 
ment to make a 40-lb. seven-day re- 
cord without milking four times daily. 

Burke Fryslan Waldorf is a daugh- 
ter of the famous producer and show 
cow, Fryslan Waldorf, who made a 
junior four-year-old record of 1,117.98 
lbs. butter from 24,648.6 Ibs. milk, 
which was the second highest record 
in the world for that age at the time 
it was made.

Savona, N. Y. 
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Believes Imports From Canada a Menace 
to Eastern Dairymen 


Editor’s Note: 

Following is copy of a letter from Mr. 
Frank N. Decker of Syracuse, addressed 
to Dr. W. G. Houck, Acting Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry at Washing- 
ton, and which Mr. Decker requests us 
to publish. Our own views on this 
interesting subject are expressed 
editorally in this issue. 


My farm operations lead me to 
conclusions on three propositions rel- 
ative to imports of special concern to 
dairy farmers in the East. 


. First, that a more rigid inspection 
of importations across the interna- 
tional border of duty free animals 
should be enforced, particularly now 
on account of their Holstein-Friesian 
Association’s adoption of selective 
registration. This selected registra- 
tion will tend to dump their surplus 
animals upon the American market, 
and it would seem that no animal 
should be permitted to enter this 
country from any other duty free, un- 
less at least it is established (a) that 
it is a registered pure bred animal 
and (b) that the animal is of such in- 
dividuality as to show promise of 
increasing the productiveness and de- 
sirability of its breed generally in 
this country and not be so inferior as 
to tend to deteriorate its particular 
breed, as the United States is itself 
in the pure bred breeding business 
endeavoring to improve its breeds. 

As a matter of interest, in 1922 I 
exported the bull, Sir Pledge Korn- 
dyke of Thendara, to Howard M. 
Ingallis, Farnham, P. Q. Canada, 
which was a pure bred Holstein-Frie- 
sian bull under a year old. I was 
advised they had to pay a heavy 
duty, which together with the 
trouble of getting the animal released 
curtailed my sale there of further 
animals. I never could understand 
this. 

Recently I had arranged to supply 
certain Counties. of this State with 
pure bred bulls to replace those 
killed on account of tuberculosis. 
Later the party advised that at a 
recent cattle’ sale held in Syracuse 
his prospects were there, got in touch 
with some Canadians who supplied 
their needs under my price of $100 
for yearling pure breds, which is 
practically the cost of production. 

Again, about two or three years 
ago, a neighbor of mine purchased 
some registered Holstein-Friesian 
cattle imported from Canada. They 
were a most inferior lot in conforma-

tion and production and in a large 
measure discouraged him, I think, as 
a Holstein pure bred breeder. 

Second, I am firmly of the convic- 
tion, being a dairyman myéSelf, that 
the tariff on grade animals is too 
low. True, animals killed off by the 
tuberculosis test must be replaced 
and it may be further true that the 
raising of young stock is decreasing. 
But there is a reason, namely: that 
the prices often offered for the 
animals produced under our stand- 
ards of living will not undersell the 
Canadian produced animals delivered 
in this country. It would seem there- 
for, that in order to increase the 
amount of calves raised the prices 
offered should be higher, and at 
present, particularly in this territory, 
we are in serious competition with 
Canadian prices for dairy animals. 

As to this, my experience in 1925 
concerning the sale of grade animals, 
was that a party at Raybrook who 
wanted dairy cows ultimately 
supplied his needs from Canada; also 
similarly supplied his requirements 
for hay, as he thus underbought the 
local market in both such require- 
ments. , 

Third, With the figures of the 
Department of Agriculture showing 
the importation of hay into the 
United States increased from 5,211 
tons in 1922 to 354,235 tons in 1926, 
most of which, to wit: 336,696 tons 
came through the so-called ports of 
Vermont and St. Lawrence, it seems 
to follow that the protection of $4.00 
a ton upon this commodity (raised 
September, 1922 from $2.00 to $4.00 
a ton) is at the present time too low 
to adequately protect and encourage 
the production of our American 
grown product. 

At the same time, the tariff was 
changed it seems on cattle from 30% 
ad valorem to 1\%c per Ib. on animals 
weighing less than 1,050 lbs. and 2c 
per lb. on those weighing over that 
amount. Thereupon and subsequently 
records of importation seem to indi- 
cate that cattle imports remain about 
the same, while the importation of 
hay began and continues to greatly 
increase from relatively nothing in 
1922 to well over a staggering five 
million dollars worth at our present 
market price of about $15 during the 
last year, most of which came through 
the St. Lawrence and Vermont ports. 

I firmly believe in a_ protective 
tariff, relatively high for all branches 
of American industry, including as 
well, milk, cream, butter, cattle and 
hay. It seems to me that a more 
equitable application of the tariff to 
these commodities will bring our 
farm dollar more on a parity with our 
industrial dollar. Frankly, I can see 


no great conflict between farming and ° 


industry with true understanding of 
the facts and a patriotic desire to 
correct existing evils. I have no 
quarrel with the recent reported 
increase of 50% on pig iron. Cor- 
rection must start some place and if 
an investigation shows that importa- 
tions of hay and cattle are in fact still 
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further cheapening the farmers yp. 
rency, here it would seem that some. 
thing could be accomplished towards 
bringing needed relief to agriculture, 

I humbly submit that I lay no claim 
to being a tariff expert. Who cap 
when it is contended that such 
experts could be counted upon the 
fingers of one hand and they disagree. 

Moreover, we _ all believe in 
reciprocal trading, reciprocal between 
the nations of the World, within our 
States and throughout the Union, 
and the branches of industry within 
the States. At the time reciprocity 
with Canada was up and later ghe 
defeated it, I had quoted to me in 
Montreal “Canada cannot afford to 
sell its birthright for a bad penny”, . 
By the same token, we, in the United 
States should not permit our great 
agricultural industry to lose its own 
great markets, whether they be 
markets for manufactured articles or 
home-grown farm products. 

So, if a more rigid enforcement, 
slight changes of requirements and 
equitable increase in tariff regulations 
will tend to bring about more equit- 
able adjustments and ultimate good 
for both our producers and con- 
sumers, who should complain. Right 
is right and hurts no man. 

As a single citizen engaged and 
greatly interested in farming, I hope 
the matter may receive suitable in- 
vestigation by your Department, that 
the knowledge of the facts may be 
used as a power for the general good.

other daughter of King Bess Burke 
Ormsby as a three-year-old has just 
made 26.21 Ibs. butter from 501.6 Ibs. 
milk. These are the first year records 
completed since the..resumption of 
semi-official testing under the man- 
agement of Mr. Kinyon and _ indica- 


tions are that equally good records 
will be made by the sisters of these 
animals that are due to complete their 
records in the near future. 

The daughters of King Bess Burke 
Ormsby are particularly pleasing in 
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individuality with good tops and very 
good udders. They are better than 
average in size. The same pleasing 
conformation is noted in the daugh- 
ters of Marathon Aaggie and Milford 
Meadows is to be congratulated upon 
such an excellent foundation.

COOPERATIONS INCREASING 
IN SIZE 


Cooperative marketing associations 
are increasing in size. Figures col- 
lected in 1922 and 1925 for associa- 
tions handling dairy products and 
fruits and vegetables indicate the 
small association lost in relative im- 
portance during the three-year period 
and the large associations gained. 

In 1922, 12 per cent of all the as- 
sociations marketing dairy products 
did business of not more than $20,000 
a year each. Three years later but 
6.5 per cent were in this small-busi- 
ness group. From 1922 to 1925 the 
percentage of all the associations 
whose total annual business amounted 
to less than $100,000 decreased from 
71 per cent to 57 per cent. During 
the -same period the _ percentage 
of associations transacting business 
amounting to more than a half-mil- 
lion dollars increased from 1.2 to 4.2 


per cent. The numerical increase was 
from 18 to 75. 
Fruit and vegetable associations 


have much the same record. In 1922 
more than 25 per cent of those listed 
with the Department of Agriculture 
reported total sales below $20,000, 
while in 1925 but 20.8 per cent fell in 
this group. Fifty-nine per cent of all 
the associations in 1922 were hand- 
ling less than $100,000 of business an- 
nually; three years later the group 
handling business below $100,000 con- 
stituted but 53.2 per cent. 

A larger per cent of fruit and vege- 
table associations were in the higher 


groups in 1925 and in 1922. In the 
earlier year 9.5 per cent reported 


sales in excess of a half-million dol- 
lars, while in 1925 this group made 
up 11.7 per cent and had increased 
in number from 56 to 68.

ESPITE the fact that the firm of 

McLaury Bros. in New York 

State is comparatively new to 
the Holstein public we must not over- 
look the history of these gentlemen 
in connection with pure bred activi- 
ties. The original firm of .McLaury 
Bros. were importers and exhibitors 
of pure bred Jerseys and the firm was 
composed of Charles D. McLaury and 
W. R. McLaury. They § imported, 
bred and exhibited Jerseys for sev- 
eral years, showing all over the coun- 
try, being the largest winners at the 
St. Louis Exposition and practically 
all the big state fairs at that time. 
The younger members of the fami- 
lies, Dorr W. McLaury, son of Charles 
D., and Ford McLaury, son of W. R., 
are now the managing partners with 
Ford McLaury in charge of the farms 
and Dorr in charge of the pure bred 
operations, milk sales and dairy ac- 
tivities. D. W. McLaury is well known 
to Holstein breeders because he at 
one time held the office of head of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry of 
New York State. This position came 
to him unsought and he held it for 
six years through both Republican 
and Democratic administrations at 
Albany. 


The River Meadow Farms owned 
by the McLaurys in Otsego County 
comprise nine separate farms and 
several thousand acres and carries 
now 200 head of pure bred Holsteins 
as well as several hundred head of 
grades. In 1926 the farm produced 
24,000 cans of Grade-A milk for the 
New York market and the superior 
quality of the product earned the pro- 
ducers an extra price. 

Of late Mr. McLaury has turned

Her milk record of 25,- 
287.5 lbs. in ten months is a new 
state record, her butter record of -1,- 
104.18 lbs. for this period being ex- 
ceeded only by the famous Traverse 
Colantha Walker. Her yearly record 
of 1,297.60 lbs. butter also establish- 
es a new state record. As she estab- 
lished and still holds the world’s rec- 
ord as a yearling of 1,088.28 lbs. but- 
ter, a showing unequalled in any 
breed, and made just under 1,000 lbs. 
fat at her second freshening and is 
still going strong on yearly test now 
in her fourth lactation, Michigan 
breeders are looking forward with con- 
fidence to still more honors to come 
to this great producer. Lakefield 
Farms had the largest number of first 
places on the Honor Roll with a total 
of nine. Traverse City State Hospital 
coming next with four, Detroit Cream- 
ery Farms and Kalamazoo State Hos- 
pital having three each. The Honor 
Roll, however, lists three places in 
each class and here Traverse City 
went into the lead with the largest 
number of appearances in the Honor 
List with twenty, followed by Lake- 
field Farm with twelve, J. H. Brewer 
and Serradella Farm with eight each. 
Detroit Creamery with seven and Kal- 
amazoo State Hospital with six. J. 
F. Berkheimer and Michigan Reform- 
atory had four each. Of special in- 
terest is the report on the ten high 
Holstein herds in Michigan Cow Test- 
ing Associations for the year ending 
June 30, 1926. There are, altogether, 
over 2,000 herds of all breeds on test 
in Michigan, of which about sixty per 
cent are Holsteins. The pure bred 
Holstein herd of Arthur Reek, Imlay 
City, Michigan, had the highest aver- 
age in all the associations of Michi- 
gan with an average production of 
16,335 lbs. milk, 577.60 lbs. fat. Other 
Holstein herds ranked third, fifth, 
sixth, seventh. eighth, ninth, tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth.

self, but I suggest the breed’s papers 
and Agricultural agent should educate 
the farmer not to buy or sell such 
bulls that come from off type cows. 

My suggested plan for Selective Re- 
gistration would be production. Re- 
gister all females as before, register 
all bulls for birth paying one-fourth 
of the regular price and when the 
dam is tested and has a cow testing 
association register of production re- 
cord, or better with an average test 
over 3.3% for the year, dropping the 
next calf within thirteen months of 
the date starting the record. Heifers 
to be figured as in the herd improve- 
ment plan. 

So my conclusion would be the 
poorest bull register with having a 
dam with a register of production 
(that is 365-lb. of butterfat) an average 
test of 3.3% and in ten or fifteen 
years we can raise the butter fat to 
450 lbs. in that time with a percent- 
age of 3.6. 

This plan would probably satisfy 
the most breeders and dairymen, be- 
cause a high grade or milk farmer 
wants a pure bred registered bull of 
about that quality and these farmers 
will not select a sloper or an off type 
bull. 

The Holstein-Freisian breeder must 
select and grade for higher test to 
keep the lead. 

This Selective Registration is a big 
step and must be thoroughly dis- 
cussed before it is voted on.

Would Try to Increase Test 


and Production 
Editor, Holstein-Freisian World: 

I have been an interested reader 
of articles on selective registration 
and would like to add my little mite 
by expressing a beginner’s views. 

The way I judge some of the writ- 
ings they sound very much like some 
of the breeders were afraid they 
would not be able to dispose of some 
of their scrub bulls. The bull is 
supposed to be half of the herd, so 
it won’t do the breed any harm to 
have him score at least 75% and un- 
der no consideration register the 
droopy rumped ones. But what I am 
more interested in is the qualifica- 
tions of the female. 

Two years ago I bought six grade 
and two pure bred heifers and a pure 
bred bull and have been very much 
disappointed in the pure breds as my

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grades have skinned the pure breds 
at the pail. One of my pure breds 
would easily score 80% for type but 
a good grade Durham has her beat 
a city block at the milk pail. 

Follow the Holland system and 
have no female registered that tests 
less than 3% and makes less than 
300 lbs. butter-fat in the year, grad- 
ing it according to age. 

300 lbs. for five-year-olds. 

270 lbs. for four-year-olds. 

240 lbs. for three-year-olds. 

210 lbs. for two-year-olds. 
Three hundred pounds is a very low 
mark and a pure bred that won’t meet 
that figure is not deserving of being 
registered. 

The first time I attended the Dairy 
Cattle Congress the C. T. A. line up 
had a pure bred (scrub) Holstein that 
lost 2.08 in the year and the high 
cow was a grade Durham. The ordi- 
nary farmer doesn’t ‘want a_ skim 
milk cow but wants something that 
will return a profit and a 300-lb. cow 
is low enough to spend his time on. 
Some claim you can’t have a 30,000- 
lb. 4% Holstein, but all you have to 
do is to take your Holstein Founda: 
tions and you will find nearly a third 
of the seventy-five 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers listed testing 4% and some of 
them above 30,000 lbs. milk. 

It is easily seen that it is not an 
impossible mark to shoot at. 

Some of the breeders are.now ad- 
vertising the 4% and they will be 
greatly increased in a few _ short 
years. 

Now how to register the 300-lb. 
cow for the little fellow. Allow the 
C. T. A. record or if placed as I am 
six miles from the nearest Holstein 
herd and not enough interested to 
form a C. T. A., then have the county 
agent superintend the test, or a sworn 
statement from the owner, but under 
no circumstances cut out the 300-lb. 
mark even if I or some of the other 
little fellows can’t register. 

The breed will scon have many 
more advocates when the skim milk 
cow is done away with.

Elder Favors Educational 


Methods 


Editor, Holstein-Freisian World: 


I have been particularly interested 
in the discussion which has been go- 
ing on for some time in the World 
relative to Selective Registration. A 
frank and open discussion of a subject 
of this kind can bit prove helpful to 
the membership at large, and it also 
brings about a better understanding 
between those who are in favor of the 
adoption of a plan at an early date and 
those who feel that present methods 
of selection by educational means 
should be continued for some time to 
come. 

I have read most of the articles 
with pleasure. The one which more 
nearly expresses my opinion appeared 
in last week’s issie and was written 
by Jimmy Reynolds. My own feel- 
ing is that anything that can be done 
to improve Type without inflicting 
injustice or injury upon _ breeders 
either large or small is worth while. 
The big question is coneerning the 
methods by which proper selection

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may be practiced with the least pog. 
sible upset. 

Much has been said in the articles 
concerning Selective Registration in 
Canada. It seems to me that while 
the Canadian system is worthy of 
every consideration, the fact that it 
works in Canada is not conclusive 
that it would work in this country, 
As I understand it, in Canada the 
government pays for the inspection, 
whereas in this country a certain per 
cent of the expense would have to be 
borne by the breeders, the larger 
number of whom might feel that they 
could not afford the expense. This 
might give rise to the term, “Class 
Legislation.” 

Consciously or unconsciously, pro- 
gressive breeders are now practising 
Selective Registration as never be 
fore. The True Type models and 
paintings, particularly the reproduc- 
tion of the paintings, have caused 
breeders throughout the country to 
think of Type, and to practise the de- 
velopment of True Type so far as 
economic conditions will permit. 

The tremendous increase in the 
price of many stocks and bonds does 
not imply that prosperity has come 
to the farmers, particularly the dairy 
farmers, to the same degree. In other 
words, the average Holstein bréeder 
is dependent for his living to a cer- 
tain extent, and in many cases to a 
large extent, upon the milk or cream 
checks and the milk or cream check 
is dependent upon economic produc- 
tion. Almost every breeder interes- 
ted in Type will probably concede 
that in most cases there is a coordi- 
nation between type and production. 
On the other hand, there are breeders 
who have some animals of excellent 
type and also a few of poor type 
which may be good producers. They 
are attempting to weed out these poor 
individuals as fast as possible. 

Any process of Selection, therefore, 
working for the good of all must be 
a gradual process and must be as 
available for the small breeder as it 
is for the large breeder. The Asso- 
ciation has already expended much 
money in the production of the True 
Type models and paintings. Why not 
continue general selection by educa- 
tional means? It seems to me that 
if one-fourth of the money necessary 
to inaugurate a Selective Registration 
System could be devoted to a con- 
tinued educational program along the 
True Type line, it would be the most 
progressive method, for the present.

Better Spend Money Adver- 
tising Our Milk 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I have been reading with a great 
deal of pleasure the numerous arti- 
cles the past few weeks regarding 
selective registration and I believe 
that a few would want this new idea 
to be inaugurated and quite a few are 
on the fence regarding the matter. 

Personally, myself, I don’t see how 
this thing will work out if we leave 
it to men. Men are liable to make 
mistakes and every now and then we 
read about some cow making an ex- 
ceptional record and reading further 
we find that her sire died an untimely 
death on the butcher’s block. Who 
can tell whether an animal is un- 
worthy of registration. You can and 
so could I name different bulls that 
would not score 70 or 75 points ti.at 
produced wonderful producers and 
champions. 

Some people will claim that ihey 
can train inspectors to travel around 
and be qualified to score these ani- 
mals. I claim that there are few 
men with the backbone to go intw a 
breeder’s herd where $10,000 or more 
has been spent for a herd sire and 
have the inspector say that the bull 
calves will not be eligible for regis- 
tration, because he thinks they do not 
score enough. We have the same case 
with the show ring today. rhere 
probably was between $5,000 and $10,- 
000 spent for the True Type work 
and I believe that there is still as 
much variation in the placings at the 
fairs from week to week as there 
formerly was. From your editorial 
column of November 13th issue these 
facts can be substantiated. My own 
experience also proves this. Two 
years ago I showed four azged cows 
at about twelve shows. At one fair 
(state fair) they stood 2nd., 3rd., 4th, 
and 5th. The cow that was 2nd 
never did before ever or since beat 
any of the other three and if memory 
serves me correctly we showed under 
four members that helped make up 
the True Type committee. 

I think that the money that would be 
spent for this purpose couid be spent 
more judiciously on advertising Hoi- 
stein milk.

Returns Over Feed Costs 
In Semi-Official Testing

The milk values were figured at the 
wholesale rate cf $2.50 per hundred- 
weight for 3.5% milk, with additions 
or deductions of 4 cents per point for 
test over or under 3.5%. This is a 
lower rate than is commonly received 
for the milk. 

From the table it will be seen that 
the returns over feed costs from the 
seventeen cows were very satisfac- 
tory, in all but one instance. In that 
case the return of $101.44 would 
hardly justify the expense of testing. 
The average milk produced by the 17 
cows was 16,535 pounds with 578 
pounds of butterfat, with a value of 
$411.74, leaving a return over feed 
cost averaging $224.63. ; 

We believe that the additional re- 
turn from the increased milk produc- 
tion has more than offset the expense 
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of testing, leaving the increased gale 
value of the offspring, etc., as net 
profit. This has been quite an item 
inasmuch as it has given us a more 
ready sale for the male offspring. 

In brief, Advanced Registry testing 
as conducted by the Ohio station, hag 
amounted to a system of liberal feed. 
ing. In our opinion one of the chief 
advantages of testing is to determine 
the cows that will respond to liberal 
feeding. If cows of more than or. 
dinary milk producing ability are feq 
the same as those of fair ability, then 
the good cows from a standpoint of 
profit, are only as good as the fair 
cows and there is no advantage ip 
owning cows of greater ability. 

A by-product of semi-official testing 
is the increased interest that many 
dairymen take in their feeding and 
also in their cows. When this igs 
applied to their regular herd opera- 
tions the results are far reaching and 
difficult to measure in dollars and 
cents.

According to Ivor Youngguist of 
Bow, one of the newly elected direc- 
tors of the Washington association, 
the Skagit County Dairymen’s associa, 
tion, which is a subsidiary of the 
United Dairy association of Washing- 
ton, has put milk prices on a 
graduated scale which will pay 
Holstein breeders for solids not 
fat heretofore obtained without 
cost (on a strictly butter-fat 
basis) in skimmed milk. This is a 
move extremely gratifying to the 
breeders, one that will mean a 
difference of 25 to 75 cents per 100 
pounds. It is understood that the 
same change is contemplated by the 
Lewis-Pacific Dairymen’s association 
at Chehalis, which likewise is a 
subsidiary of the United.

ment. This is the encouraging report 
of the state livestock sanitory board. 
W. H. Lytle, state veterinarian, ‘“This 
low percentage has not just happen- 
ed”, the report adds. “It has been 
attained through a 15-year program 
of continuous annual testing of pure 
pred herds, with a gradual increase 
in the number of grade herds”. 
During the past two years, practically 
all dairy animals west of the Cas- 
eades have been tested annually, but 
because of a Washington county 
decision that its test law was uncon- 
stitutional, a new state-wide law is 
‘necessary if the work is to go on, and 
such a law doubtless will be enacted 
by the present legislature. It will 
exempt only range beef cattle not in 
contact with dairy herds and feeder 
cattle under strict supervision. 





GAFKE AND SEEGMILLER HERD 


Gafke and Seemiller of Woodstock, 
Illinois operate two farms three miles 
south of the above mentioned city. 
Fifteen pure bred Holsteins were 
placed on the one farm of eighty 
acres on December fifteenth. This 
herd was first in the cow testing asso- 
ciation for the month of January, first 
in the county for the month of Feb- 
ruary and one of the ten high herds 
in the state for the month of Febru- 
ary. The month of March again 
shows this herd to be at the head of 
the Cow Testing Association with a 
herd average of over thirty-eight 
pounds of fat for the month. 

A herd of pure bred Holsteins was 
placed on the second of the farms 
operated by the above mentioned par- 
ties on March sixteenth and the herd 
entered in the Cow Testing Associ- 
ation on March twentieth. Fourteen 
of the nineteen cows on the farm 
were milking. The cows in milk had 
an average production of 38.6 pounds 
of fat for the month. 

The entire twenty-nine cows in 
milk on the two farms averaged for 
the month of March 38.4 pounds of 
fat. Over half of the cows in the two 
herds have been in milk from four to 
eight months.
